That would 
mean an installation of not less 
than 238 of the 5,000-bird poultry 
houses for Hempstead and neigh- 
boring counties. 


Estimates put the investment in 


a 5,000-bird poultry house at $5,000. 
So 238 such houses would figure 
$1,190,000 specialized .investment 
out on the farms — in order to 
justify a $350,000 poultry proces- 
sing station in town.
